Seeing the Apoſtle doth here inferre this exhortation upon 
the rehearſal] of Gods bleffings beſtowed upon his people, 
_ asif, becanſe God had ſo lovedthem, therefore they were 
bound to performe this dnety rowards him; Hence Inoteun- 
to you» that every bleſfing and mercy that God vonchiaferh 
uQco us, doctheffeAually call nponus to live in the feare and 
obedience of God. 

For as Iſaac dealt with his Sonne Facoh , Gen. 28. x, hee 
blefſed bym,and he charged bim, faith the Texr, hebeflowed 2 
bleſſing upon him , and withal he charged him co performe a 
duty : evenſo deththe Lord with his cbildren ; he gives them 
bleſſings,he beſtowes mercies npon them, bur ſo, rhatey 
bleſſing and favour which the Lord beſtows vpon them dot 
exztandcal for a dury that they muſt performe rowardshim.

And thus it was with Pax, that 
would wiſh himſelfero bee ſeparated from Chriſt for his bre= 
thren and kinſmenaccording to the fleſh.

from our Parents, that is infected with finne in it ſelfe, and ag 
ſoone as ever the ſoule is united and joyned into it, it infes 
the ſoulealſo: As Coſbithe Midianitiſh woman defiled Z imys 
the /ſraelite, by lying with him, as weread Numbers 25, And 
as Salomons wives, firange women , turned his hearc after 0= 
ther gods4x King.1 1-4, Ando the fleſh,which wereceiveof 
our Parents, as {oone as it is married,as it were,untothe ſoule, 
as ſoone as theyare knir into onenature, the fleſh,by clip. 
ping and embracing theſonle, doth defile che ſoule, and turne 


it after carnalllaſts : and when once this luſt , chis original. 


infection hach ſeized upon us in body and fonle too, then 
our nature is become like a fiery Furnace, rhar continually 


' ſends forth many flamesof Concupiſcence : it ſtill egges ng 


on, and provokes us unto finne,' as the wife of Putiphar did 
follicire Joſeph , day Þy dayzto commir wickedneſle, and ra 
finne againſt God, ther luſts, rhoogh they doe nor ariſeone 
ofthe fleſh, yer theyare wrovght inus bythe fleſh 2 Icisthe 
old policy of Sathan , ro feeke firſt roovercome the weakeſt, 
that afcerward hee may overcomethe ſtrongeſt ; hee ſer firſt 
npon Eve,that ſo he might overcome eAdew ; and foftill hee 
ſers firſt upon our fleſh , whichisthe weakeſt and moſt incli. 
nable to finne, that afterward hee may overcome thefpiric ; 
which,ifir were not for che perſwaſions andallurements ofthe 
fleſh, would withſtand finne. . For the Divell conld never doe 
any thing againſt us, bur rhathee findes fir marter iwour fleſh 
to worke upon. Ag our Saviour _ ofhimſelfe, John eps

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" The Prince ofthis world.commerh, end bee findes noching in 


mee; ſo if we had nor any corruption in our owne fleſh, Sarhan 
could even hardly faſten any temptation upon us. No, Belo. 
yed, hererthar is verified which onr Saviour ipake in another 
caſe, Inimici homing demeſticiejws ; The enemies ofa may 
arethey that are of his owne hovſhold : and that alſo whichour 
Saviour proved by his owne experience ; Hee that dippes his 
fipger with mein the diſh,icis he that lifes up his beele again 
mee ; even the ſame fleſh which wee i in our owne bo- 
ſome, liſts up icſelfe againt us todeftroy us. Here then ler the 
children of God learne hereby to beware of their owne fleſh ;

and this he doth for acotruprible Crowne ; how mnch more 
ongfit we roabRiine from all fleſh ly lalts which will bring our: 
ſouleg onr'of ;<ſpecially confidering tharthe Crowne: 
which wee ftrive for, is incorrupcible and everlaſting inheaven, 
And this isthe traeAbſtinence which the Lord requireth at 
our hands, to abftainefrom finne, to abſaine from lnſts,toab- 
Aaine fromthe works ofthe fleſh. Thovgh wee ſhould abſtain 
either from certaine meats never ſo preciſely ,or from all meats 
ſo farre as it ispoſlible, yer ifwe doe not withall abſtain from

Wherefore , beloved,let us hearken to this counſel! ofthe 
Apoſtle, andobſerve it in our daily praftice, toabſtaine from 
fleſhly luſts: Doth our corrupt naturear any time aske any 
ching at our hands? Letus deny it, ad fay it nay,and forbeare 
ſuch defires.Dothour fleſh ſollicite us to do or think any thing 
that is againſt our obedience ro God ? Ler us deny our fleſh, 
and forbeare all ſuch luſts:Indeed if wee were our owne, then 
"might we juſtly take libetry to our ſelves,and doe what we liſt; 
buc the Apoſtle,z Cor.6.19.tels us plainly,that we are not our
